gaod roads movement. Under th< 
spices of the Kentucky Good Roads 
Association a Good Roads meeting 
was held in the convention ball 9 
State Fair last Wednesday. Some of 
the best speakers of the con 
wealth took part on the program. 
Each county judge waa requested 
appoint ten representatives from 
county and many of these were p 
sent during the discussions on Road 
Building, Road Economics, 
Growth of Good Road Sentiment, and 
Ths Value of Our Present Road 
Lawa. Citisens of some of the coun- 
ties have volunteered their services in 
building up the public highways.' 
These good and patriotic men have 
left their places of business and have 
gone themselves to shovel gravel or 
to do anything to improve the roads. 
Some have loaned their teams and 
drivers for one or more days. This 
is real patriotism. 

Our county has no money appropri- 
ated to the repair or building of the 
roads whicli certainly need work, but 
much could be done if our citisens 
would follow the exsmple of those in 
other Kentucky counties. 

If one or two days were set apart 
especially for "Road Day" and every 
citixen who is able would give his 
labor or the use of his team, or both, 
our roads would be in much better 
condition to stand ths freeses and 
thaws of winter, snd each person 
would profit by his lsbor.
